Washington, Jan.. 6.—Interest in

After some routine business had 


been transacted the Vest resolution, 
instructing the committee on finance 
to prepare and report a bill remov- 
ing the duty on anthracite coal, then 
was considered. 


Mr. Vest said there is nothing in 


the resolution that the finance com- 
mittee cau iiuuiish light upon, and 
therefore he did not see the neces- 
sity of Mr. Aldrich's motion made 
yesterday to refer the resolution to 
the finance committee.

"but a question of absolute human- 
ity." 
We are not on the verge of 


a crisis in regard to coal, he said, 
but we are actually in it. Women

STAND SILENT AND DUMB. 
Senators stood silent and dumb, he 


said, either afraid or unwilling to 
take any action answering the ap- 
peals of the poor, freezing women 
and children with a party cry "stand 
pat."

coal strike. 
He says the strike of 


the anthracite miners and their as- 
sociate workmen was the most im- 
portant and far-reaching- event of its 
kind that ever occurred in the state, 
and that the expenses incurred by 
the state in connection with the dis- 
turbances caused by the strike will 
exceed one million dollars. 


WANTS ARBITRATION LAW. 


. The governor urges the passage 
of a law to prevent future labor dis- 
turbances as follows: 


"In my judgment n compulsory ar- 


bitration law could and should be 
passed for the settlement of difficul- 
ties between employer and employe. 
Such a law is entirely constitutional 
and feasible from a 
police stand- 


point, looiing upon strikes as in- 
jurious to the public, harmful to so- 
ciety and 
destructive 
to life and 


property. 
They arc generally set- 


tied after all harm has been done. 
Why should they not be settled be- 
fore the harm is done and 
before 


large losses occur to "life and prop- 
erty? 
We should recognize strikes 


as existing evils and as dangerous to 
the public good, and while mindful 
of the rights of both employer and 
employe, adjust them from a higher 
standpoint, namely: For the good of 
society, the preservation of the pub- 
lic peace and of life and property. 
When a large strike is settled we 
delude ourselves with the thought 
that no more will occur. We should 
contemplate them as likely to again 
occur with the same results as in the 
past. 
Without criticising employ- 


ers or employes, without blaming 
either, we should so legislate as to 
prevent the recurrence of these dis- 
turbances."

I children he says: 


I •'! heartily concur in the opinion 


of the insurance commissioner that 
a law should be passed limiting the 
amount of insurance on children to 
a burial benefit, and fixing an age 
under which they could not be ac- 
cepted." 


CHILD LABOR LAWS.

some additional legislation be passed 
for the protection of children who, 
he says, are too young to work in 
factories, but are employed in coal 
breakers, slate and stone quarries.

consistent to prohibit a child of 12 
years of age from working in a fac- 
tory or mercantile establishment and 
allow him to secure employment in

CORPORATION NEVER DIES. 
This was true, he said, because the 


natural man dies and his estate is 
distributed under the law, while the 
corporation lives forever. "It never 
goes through the probate court," he 
said. "It's internal transactions are 
kept secret. It is not zealous for its 
own honor or reputation, except so 


j far as its honor and reputation is es- 
sential to its getting money. 
has no soul and no conscience. 
In 


general, the men who are most pow- 
erful in its management can, if they 
see fit, avoid responsibility to public 
opinion. 
They always expect to 


avoid personal liability for obliga- 
tions." 


The senator said that 
now the 


great corporations are in good hands, 
but suppose some Napoleon of fin- 
ance should come into the control 
of a thousand million dollars, would 
not that possibility be a real public 
dancer!'- Such a power can make 
wars or it can prevent wars. It can 
threaten a community with a coal 
famine or a wheat famine and it can 
execute its threat. He had no fear 
but that the American people could 
meet such emergencies, but it were 
better to forestall them. 


TRUSTS AS THEY EXIST. 


Mr. Hoar then took up the ques- 


tion of the trusts as they now exist, 
pointing out what he conceived to bo 
their chief evils, as follows: 


1. Destruction of competition.

dustries by absentees in the Interest 
of absentee capital.

5. Secrecy.

7. The power to corrupt elections 


and in some cases to corrupt 
the 


courts. 


8. The want of personal responsi- 


bility to public sentiment. 


9. The absence of personal liabil- 


ity for contracts or wrongdoing. 


10. The holding of vast properties 


in mort main—in the "dead hand," 
if we may use the ancient phrase of 
the English law. 
But it has life 


enough for all purposes of power to 
serve the will that wields it. It is 
dead only to the influence of 
any 


nerve which comes from the heart 
of the people. 


ONE CENTRAL POWER ALONE. 
Dwelling especially on the want 


of competition, he snid: 


"There is one central power alone 


with which the skilled 
workman 


must deal and one dominant will to 
which he must submit. There may 
be a little help for him by joining 
a labor union, where he gets the ad- 
x-antage of associated strength on 
his side, but the labor union knows 
no difference between excellence and 
tho reverse.

First, publicity in the conduct of 


their business and the constitution 
of their organization; second, the 
power to stop their business alto- 
gether if they violate the laws en- 
acted by congress; third, strict pen- 
alties on them and their officers for 
such violations; fourth, personal lia- 
bility for all debts, obligations and 
wrongdoings of the directors, officers 
and agents, unless the laws be fully 
complied with. This liability is se- 
cured by requiring the personal con- 
sent to the provisions of this bill and 
acceptance of all its obligations by 
such officers, directors and agents be- 
fore they enter upon office. 


As to the effect of the measure in 


case it should become a law, he said: 


If this bill shall become a law 


and prove effective, no corporation 
engaging in the commerce which is 
within the jurisdiction of congress 
can keep its condition a secret. No 
such corporation can do business on 
fictitious capital or watered stock.

can 
oppress any 


rival, whether corporate or individ- 
ual, by any unlawful practices. If 
it do, it will be on the condition that 
every one of its managers become 
personally liable for its debts and its 
torts, and will be liable also to heavy 
criminal liability.

Constantinople,

Britain has vigorously protested to 
the Turkish government against the 
permission granted in September last 
to four unarmed Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers to pass through the 
Dardanelles, into the Black sea, under 
the commercial flag of Russia. These 
vessels were about to start on the 
proposed trip. The British note says 
the passage of the Dardanelles by the 
torpedo boat destroyers would be n 
violation of the existing international 
treaties, and that if Bussian warships 
are thus allowed to use the Dardanel- 
les, Great Britain will reserve the 
right to demand similar privileges. 
The protest has caused irritation in 
Russian circles and concern on the 
part of the Turkish authorities, who 
fear that other powers will follow the 
example of Great Britain.

Spain, died at 6:30 o'clock last even- 
lug. He had been ill for some time 
with bronchitis, complicated by gas- 
tric complaints and fever.. 
He was 


seventy-five years old. 


Senor Sagasta's family was,at the 


death-bed and former liberal mem- 
bers of the cabinet were near their 
old leader. 
A bishop administered 


the last sacrament yesterday after- 
noon. 


The news of the former premier's 


death created a painful impression 
throughout Madrid. 
King Alfonso 


expressed profound regret. 


SKETCH OF CAREER. 


Praxedes Mateo Sagasta was born 


at Torrecilla de Cameros, in the prov- 
ince of Logrono, on July 24, 1827. 
He began life as a civil engineer, but 
at the age of twenty-seven drifted 
into politics. Spain's history during 
the last half-century 
has been 
a 


sunshine, and Senor Sagasta had a 
hand in most of the exciting events 
that occurred. 


He took a prominent part in the in- 


surrection of 1856, and when that 
affair miscarried he had to fly the 
country. 
He took refuge in France, 


but when a general amnesty was an- 
nounced he returned to his native 
country and threw himself into jour- 
nalism. 
He became 
editor of La 


Iberia, the principal organ of the 
iprogressiet pp.v'y. nrd soon began to 
exercise considerable power. 


HAT) TO LEAX'E SPAIN. 


Constitutional methods of reform, 


however, are terribly slow in Spain, 
and Sanor Sruyasta began to weary of 
them.

The assassination of Senor Canovns

dealing with the many difficult prob- 
lems which confronted Spain at that' 
time, chief of which was the insur- 
rection in Cuba, where Weyler was 
butchering the natives and otherwise 
creating the troubles that eventually 
caused the Spanish-American war. 
Sagasta had always 
favored home 


rule for Cuba, and although a law 
was passed, it was never enforced 
owing to the insurrection 
in the 


island. 


Apart from his political life, Sa- 


frasta was 
a gentle, 
kind-hearted i 


man, of even temper, sunny disposi- [ 
tion. and with all a Spaniard's love of 
power.

Western railroad company, the Penn- 
sylvania supreme court yesterday re- 
versed the decision of the Pittsburg 
courts, which held that a railroad 
company had a legal right to extend 
its lines between any points in the 
state. This decision will put a stop 
to all work on the Wabash extension 
to Pittsburg, for the Pittsburg, Car- 
negie and Western is a Wabash in- 
terest. 
This means that over !j>3,- 


000,000 worth of contracts will be 
held up and over 1,000 men will be 
out of employment until the Pitts- 
burs* council takes decisive action 
on the ordinance now before it grant- 
ing the Wabash an entrance into the 
city. The trouble on which the su- 
preme court gave the final decision 
yesterday started a year and a half 
ago. The Wabash was at that time 
preparing to build the great piers 
for its 81,000,000 bridge over the 
Monongahela river. Under the con- 
tention that the Wabash was unlaw- 
fully obstructing the wharf the city 
of Pittsburg entered suit for injunc- 
tion. Judgo McClung refused even a 
temporary injunction. 
For a year 


the matter remained in statu quo, 
the Wabash meanwhile completing 
the construction of the piers. 
Last 


fall tho city again resumed the fight 
by appealing from Judge McClung's 
decision to the supreme court.
